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The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

Claims 1-3 are directed to a method of inducing low density lipoprotein receptor 
expression thorugh the sole activation of extracellular-signal regulated kinase (p42/44 MAPK ) 
comprising contacting a specifically derived hepatiuc cell line (HepG2-ARaf-l :ER) with a 
compund which simultaneously induces both low density lipoprotein receptor expression and 
cell growth arrest. 

Although the prior art teaches about compounds that induce LDL receptor expression, 
which inherently occur due to p42/44 MAPIC said compounds were neither taught or suggested to 
induce cell growth arrest, rendering the invention both novel and non-obvious. 

Claims 1-3 are allowed.
